Group 3, claim(s) 18, 37-41 , drawn to a method of inhibint cells affected by disease - 
administer the fusion protein to a host cell. 

Group 4, claim(s) 29-32, drawn to a method of making a pharmaceutical composition of 
the fusion protein. 

Group 5, claim(s) 42-46, drawn to gene therapy. 



The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 because, under PCT Rule 1 3.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

At least the first Claim is anticipated by Borgford, USP 6,803,358 or WO 97/41233. 

In USP 6,803,358 (issued Ocober 12, 2004 to Borgford, Borgford teaches in the 
abstract: 

The present invention provides a protein having an A chain of a ricin-like toxin, a B 
chain of a ricin-like toxin and a heterologous linker amino acid sequence, linking 
the A and B chains. The linker sequence contains a cleavage recognition site for 
a disease specific protease such as a cancer, fungal, viral or parasitic protease. The 
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invention also relates to a nucleic acid molecule encoding the protein and to expression 
vectors incorporating the nucleic acid molecule. Also provided is a method of inhibiting 
or destroying mammalian cancer cells, cells infected with a virus, a fugus, or parasites, 
or parasites utilizing the nucleic acid molecules and proteins of the invention and 
pharmaceutical compositions for treating human cancer, viral infection, fugal infection, 
or parasitic infection. 

or 

Borgdorf (WO 97/41233, published November 6, 1997) whoteach in the abstract: 
The present invention provides a protein having an A chain of a ricin-like toxin, a B 
chain of a ricin-like toxin and a heterologous linker amino acid sequence, linking 
the A and B chains. The linker sequence contains a cleavage recognition site for 
a retroviral protease such as HIV or an HTLV protease. The invention also relates to 
a nucleic acid molecule encoding the protein and to expression vectors incorporating 
the nucleic acid molecule. Also provided is a method of inhibiting or destroying 
mammalian cells infected with a retrovirus utilizing the proteins of the invention; and 
pharmaceutical compositions for treating HIV infections and human T-cell leukemias 
involving HTLV. 

Therefore, the inventions lack unity of invention because the claims of Group I 
are taught in the prior art and and therefore lack a special technical feature.
